vide for their less fortunate brothers. 

Foreman Sweet had charge of the men who 
swept the down-town streets yesterday. He 
had several gangs of 100 men each. 

‘““Every man whois fit to come out has 
earned his bed and board today,”’ said Mr. 
Sweet. ‘‘Some of the poor fellows are al- 
most frozen and all should be provided with 
gloves. Notone manin a dozen has suffi- 
cient clothing. Some of them have news- 
papers wrapped about their bodies and others 
have holes in their shoes stopped up with pa- 
per. I try to be as easy as possible on them, 
but they have to work hard or freeze to death 
on a day like this.”

WORLD'S FAIR RAILROAD EXHIBIT 
I8 THE LATEST ADDITION. 


It Is Presented by the President of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road on Condition 
That a Commission Be Sent Abroad to 
Secure Material to Perfect It, Which Is 
Agreed To and $25,000 Set Apart for 
That Purpose=Cbhief Skiff Installing 
Exhibits, 


Chicago is to have the grandest railway 
museum extant, It will not only be un- 
qualed, but in a measure will be the pioneer 
of museums of such a character. The city 
has the nucleus of such a display if European 
experts are to be believed. But the begin- 
ning is to be rounded out, and the traveler 
from every country will see in Chicago ex- 
hibits representing the development and 
growth of railway transportation upon every 
continent. The business which involves 
billions of capital and employs directly and 
indirectly 20 per cent of the physical labor of 
the United States and other progressive coun- 
tries is to be fully illustrated. This was as- 
sured by a letter received yesterday from 
President C. W. Mayer of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. As a result of this com- 
munication @ commission will be sent to 
Europe this summer to gather material for 
the collection, which is to bea part of the 
Field Co&imbian Muséum. 

President Mayer has agreed to give to the 
Columbian Museum the exhibit made by the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad at the World's 
Fair. With this agreement is a stipulation 
with reference to the sending abroad of the 


estry exhibit has been installed in the gallery. 
The placing of the anthropological exhibit is 
almost complete and nearly fills the space 
designated as. Rooms Nos. 1, 2, 6, and 8. 
This includes the $75,000 Indian collection 
donated by Mr. Ayer. In the entire building, 
including the annexes, there are 210,000 
square feet of space and fully one-half of: that 
has already been covered by exhibits ar- 
ranged under the direction of Chief Skiff.

‘‘The South Park Commissioners are inclined 
to do everything that is fair and we are in- 
clined toward them in the same way. If 
Jackson Park is decided to be the permanent 
place for the museum and the Art Palace is 
found to be a suitable structure it will be made 
fireproof and as permanent as possible,”’ 
President Ayer leaves for a two months’ trip 
to Europe Saturday and during his absense 
the interests of the museum will be looked 
after by Second Vice-President Norman B.

The 
charges were contained in the report of the 
Auditing committee appointed to wind up the 
affairs. of the late high-class vaudeville at- 
traction of which Dr. Ziegfeld was the man- 
ager, In connection with its report the com- 
mittee recommended that action should be 
taken to recover $40,000 charged against 
Dr. Ziegfeld and the Board of Directors un- 
der the head of extraordinary expenses. 

The Auditing committee, composed of Mal- 
com MeNeill, C. H. Magoon, and O. L. Fox, 
has been at work for nearly three months try- 
ing to straighten out the affairs of the Troc- 
adero. In pursuing its investigation the com- 
mittee called to its assistance E, F. Bard, an 
expert accountant, whu from previous experi- 
ence with the affairs of the company seemed 
peculiarly fitted for the work. It was discov- 
ered that Noy. 1, 1893, a net sur- 
plus of over $17,000 was on hand. 
One month later the Trocadero 
closed its doors with a deficit of $10,000, 
Expenditures for which the committee says it 
could find no authority nor excuse began to 
come to the surface, and when the committee 
finished its labors it figured the net loss to the 
stockholders close to $40,000.

SUFFERING IN FIRELESS HOMES. 


County Agent Happel Comments oan the 
Condition of the Destitute. 

County Agent Happel said yesterday: ‘It 
may appear singular, but we have a smaller 
number of applicants for relief today than 
we had yesterday.

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MANY WOMEN ASKING FOR AID. 


Demands on the Ciub’s Emergency Work 
Exceed Its Growth, 

The suddenly developed cold weather had 
the effect of driving to the roomsof the 
Women’s Club Emergency Association far 
more than the usual number of women and 
girls, applicants for aid or employment. 
They came in shivering from all parts of the 
city. Thoagh the work of the association is 
broadéning rapidly the demands on it exceed 
its growth.. An additional sewing-room was 
opened yesterday in the New Era Building, 
where sixty more will be accommudated with 
work. The Mosely rooms will be opened to- 
day on Langley avenue and Twenty-sixth 
street. Personal appeals were sent yesterday 
to 300 women of Dr. McPherson's church, 
asking them to contribute cash or donate per- 
sonal service in aid of the work. Those who 
came to the rooms yesterday for the first time 
wanted coal, They were in danger of freezing 
to death. 

Disease, from insufficient food, want of 
warmth, and exposure, is beginning to create 
a great suffering among the very poor, A 
case was reported yesterday where the hus- 
band is confined to bed by consumption. 
The children were crying because of hunger, 
and the wife covered the husband’s head with 
pillows to prevent him from hearing their 
cries for bread. The case of another family 
was brought to the attention of the club where 
the three children have been attending school 
for a month without breakfasts, trying to get 


an education on an em/pty stomach, 


Hereisan instance: A wife was given 
sewing. She lived eight miles away and 
walked two miles each way daily to come to 
the sewing-rooms so as to save paying double 
car fare. This left her but $2:40 a week on 
which to support herseif, husband, and three 
children. She had “put up” her watch 
which cost $48 for $7 to pay December rent. 
The pawnbroker charged her 70 cents a 
month on it, All their furniture and clothing 
was mortgaged. She was in debt for a quarter 
of a ton of coal. She was given cash by the 
club to pay for this coal, She paid it on the 
watch. Then the club took the pawn ticket 
and will fight the pawnbroker unless: he 
compromises on the prices he is charging. 
This woman’s husband is a professional man 
who threw up a good position in the East and 
came to Chicago on a year’s contract with a 
Chicago millionaire who broke the contract. 
The club is caring now for the dependent 


family.

How 
creditable the result was is evidenced from 
the opinion of the Board of Judges that passed 
upon it at the Exposition last summer. The 
wording of theaward was made public yester- 
day and is a follows: ‘*‘ All the museums and 
institutions of the world combined do not 
possess a collection its equalin extent, com- 
pleteness, and value, both educational 
and historical.” This judgment was 
passed by m@ jury composed of five 
foreigners! and three Americans, The for- 
eigners were men of eminent standing in 
Europe. Qne of them, the Chairman of the 
jury, was Herr von Littrow, Chief Engineer 
of the government railroads of Austria. An- 
other was James Dredge, editor of London 
Engineering and a British World’s Fair Com- 
missioner. France, Germany, and Russia 
each had a representative on this jury, and 
the judgment of the foreigners and Americans 
was unanimous in giving the foregoing award 
as quoted. The exhibit contains fifty-six 
models of locomotives, together with 1,700 
pictures, ranging from 8x16 inches to 8x14 
feet in dimensions. Among the pictures are 
$00 original ones in biack and white showing 
the evolution of railway transportation. 
Before President Mayer agreed to turn over 
this exhibit to the Field Columbian Museum 
he stipulated that the museum trustees should 
send a commission to the Old World with 
Maj. Pangborn at its head. Marshall Field, 
through Edward E. Ayer, now President of 
the Board of Trustees, agreed to the proposi- 
tion, and $25,000 has been set apart for the 
work. The commission is to be absent two 
years, and in addition to the appropriation by 
the museum otfier sources are to be drawn 
on.

The Association Disbands,as the Members 
Were Cutting Prices, 

The Western Wheelmakers’ Association is a 
thing of the past. Representatives of every 
firm in the association met at the Auditorium 
yesterday and voluntarily disbanded the or- 
ganization. . With its dissolution went all hope 
of forming a wheel trust for a year or two at 
least. The association represented a capital 
of $5,000 . It included sixteen firms, 
being all the leading ones in the West. When

matters. they gave up the task as hopeless. 
Then they framed a resolution in which they 
unanimously resolved to dissolve at once. 
This was done on the ground that good faith 
had not been exercised by members of the 
association. Asa result of yesterday’s action 
the price of wheels will go down, It is to be 
a free-for-all fight now until the manufactur- 
ers redute their profits to sucha point that 
they will form another combination. The 
Standard Wheel company, of which Crawford 
Fairbanks is President, did not object yes- 
terday to the dissolution. This company con- 
trols seven out of the sixteen factories and is 
now out for business against its competitors. 
A month ago the association met and figured 
on forming a trust. Business fell away with 
the general hard times, and each member be- 
came suspicious of thedoings of the other. So 
when they got together yesterday they found it 
useless to try t> continue longer... Many of 
the firms have contracts running for six 
months and a year and until these expifé there 
is said to be no chance for a close combina- 
tion.

Asa result of Dr. Delano’s address at the 
First Baptist Church last Sunday evening on 
“Saloons in Evanston and Who Is Responsi- 
ble for Them” a mass-meeting has been 
called at the First Methodist Church next 
Sunday evening, at which, it is said, some 
startling disclosures will be made, It is 
the intention to raise from $3,000 to $5,000 
at this meeting to assist in the work of prose- 
cuting offenders, Dr. Delano is said to have 
had better success than Chief of Police Car- 
ney in locating “blind pigs.’’ The Chief in 
his report to the City Council lately said 
there were no places in the cor- 
porate limits where liquor was sold 
but that there were tifteen such places outside 
the city limits but within the four mile limit. 
Dr. Delano says that the places inside the city 
are numerous and that these shall be closed 
first before any attention is paid to those out- 
side. Tho places where liquor is sold are said 
to include restaurants, drug stores, fruit 
stores, and a barber shop. Dr. Delano said 
yesterday: ‘The liquor interest : has not yet 
obtained a strong foothold in our city. Those 
selling liquor at present are people of neither 
position nor wealth, but let it once get estab- 
lished and get into politics and my experience 
is that it is almost impossible to root it out. 
Our authorities have been too lenient with of- 
fenders in the past. I believe in imposing 
heavy penalties and making offenders stand 
by them.” Pastors of other churches will 
have no services Sunday evenmg and all of 
them will join in the anti-saloon demonstra- 
tion. . 


EXPELLED FROM THE GRAND ARMY. 


Congressman Honk Secures the Disgrace 
of a Political Opponent, 

Kyoxvitie, Tenn., Jan. 24.—Chancellor 
Gibson was formally expelled from the loca 
Grand Army post today on charges brought 
by his political opponent, Congressman Houk. 
Gibson today makes public the charges 
against Local Commander Seaman—that he 
is a common street drunkard, and that Houk 
used him to doctor evidence before it was sent 
to Commander-in-Chief Adams. Gibson’s 
charges are quite sensational, and it is diffi- 
cult to understand how either Houk or Com- 
mander Seaman can rest under them. 


CONVICTS WHO ESCAPED ARE CAPTURED. 


Fifteen of the Fifty Whe Got Away from a 
Tennessee Mine Found and One Is Dead. 

Coat Creek, Tenn., Jan. 24.—Fifteen of the 
fifty convicts who escaped from the Knoxville 
Iron company’s mine last night have been 
captured. One was found dead in the 
mountains, shot through the heart, and others 
are believed to be dead. The search is still 


being made. A blizzard is raging in the 


mountains tonight and it is believed many of 
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$150,000, his calculation being based on the

There was objection to 
an item of $200 for flowers to be given to the 
singers and dancers who had appeared at the 
Trocadero. Cab hire amounting to $500, 
$100 for fans bought in New York, and $40 
for caps won by Von Bulow’s musicians while 
en route from Europe were mentioned in the 
report. 

But these items were triflies to the stock- 
ho'ders when they were presented with a 
statement of “extraordinary expenses,” 
amounting to $100,000. For the special 
train Dr. Ziegfeld thought was necessary to 
convey the Von Bulow and Russian bands 
and Miska orchestra from New York to Chi- 
cago in the style befitting a “ high-ciass 
and did not appear on the books of com. 
pany until five months after the arrival. of 
the musicians in Chicago. It was anether 
‘‘idea’”’ of the doctor’s that he could save 
money by contracting to board and lodge the 
artists and musicians he employed, notwith- 
standing the alleged fact that he paid them 
better salaries than they usually enjoyed. 
This **idea,’”’ the report showed, was carried 
out at a cost of about $10,000, 

In the matter of salaries Dr. Ziegfeld was 
generous. He began with himself by draw- 
ing $1,000 a month, The report shows that 
he drew $13,000 as salary before the Troca- 
dero opened its doors. His son got half of 
that amount. Altogether the Ziegfelds drew 
out $22,000 in salaries. This feature of the 
report was considered by some of the stock- 
holders as the only proof at dof the doc- 


‘tor’s ability as a manager, since, it was said, 


he had paid out of his pocket but $7,000 in 
assessments on his stock in the company. 


Big Deal with Sandow. 


When Sandow’s fame as a strong man 
spread across the Atlantic to this country one 
of the first men to call the attention of the 
Board of Directors to the necessity of secur- 
ing the muscular phenomenon was D. E,. 
Flannery, attorney for the company and a 
member of the board. Sandow was a high- 
priced attraction, but Mr. Flannery told the 
board the Trocadero could make money on 
him, 

‘“‘ By persistest kicking I managed to win 
the directors over to my way of thinking,” 
said Mr. Flannery, ‘‘and we authorized Dr. 
Ziegfeld to secure Sandow at a salary of 
$1,100 a week. That was the figure set by 
Sandow’s manager, H. E. Abbey. Instead of 
fotlowing our instructions Dr. Ziegfeld took 
the responsibility of agreeing to give Sandow 
20 percent of the box receipts during his 
engagement. Sandow proved a great ‘‘card,”’ 
and increased the attendance enough to make 
his salary $1,800 a week. This was equiv- 
alent to the Trocadero losing $3,000 a month 
for the three months he remained in Chi- 
cago.” 

‘‘] don’t know whether I should be angry 
or feel amused,”’ said one of the stockholders. 
“To think that a lot of nen who have always 
flattered themselves as being possessed of 
shrewd business ideas should have permitted 
such a lax, slipshod handling of their inter- 
ests is almost enough to make one ashamed 
to acknowledge any connection with the 
Trocadero. I guess we trusted too implicitly 
in Dr. Ziegfeld’s ability as a business-man. 
Not for anything would I charge him with 
having knowingly defrauded the stockholders. 
Whatever blame there is ing upon his 
shoulders should in many instances be 
equally borne by the Board of Di- 
rectors. It was negligent, as most of 
the members have admitted, in seeing 
to the carrying out of orders, At the same 
time this negligence does not justify the acts 
of Dr. Ziegfeld. He made that contract with 
Sandowin direct defiance of the orders of 
the board and in a manner which leads me to 
doubt much whether he is a competent busi- 
ness-man. I have paid for my experience in 
the high-class vaudeville field, ana will know 
better than to invest any more money in the 
same direction.”

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 24,—{Special.]— 
Judge Cali et 3:30 o’clock this afternoon 
made the temporary 
restraining Sheriff Broward from taking pos- 
session of the arena and ordered him not to 
inte?fere with the Corbett-Mitchell contest 
provided it is carried on in conformity with 
the articles of agreement. The injunction, 
which was served on Sheriff Broward half 
an hour later, is as follows:

_ Upon consideration theréof itis ordered, ad- 
judged, and decreed that the writ of injunction 
issue out of this court restraining and enjoining 
the said defendant, N. B, Broward, his agent, 
servants, and attorneys from entering into or 
upon the premises known as the “ Fair grounds,” 
situated in that portion of the City of Jackson- 
ville formerly known as Fairfield, and from 
holding possession” thereof, and from excluding 
complainants and any person entering by their 
sondage ibe into and upon said premises, and 
rom interfering with or disturbing the glove 
contest between J, J. Corbett and Charles Miteh- 
ell, carried on and conducted in substantial con- 
formity with the articles of agreement signed by 
the said Corbett, the said Mitchell, and Harry 
Mason for the Duval Athletic club, a copy of 
which is or we: as exhibit ““A’’ to complain- 
ant’s bill, and from declaring his purpose of 
taking possession of said premises, and from in- 
terfering with or disturbing the complainants in 
the peaceable, quiet possession and enjoyment of 
said premiges until the further order and decree 
of this court. 


‘Tense interest and suppressed excitement 


| marked the day in court, and when his honor 


began delivering his brief opinion, the first 
few words showing how he was going to rule, 
faint applause came from the sports in the 
gallery. Whenthe Judge said ‘The ap- 
plication is granted’’ order and decorum 
were thrown to the winds.

The Deputy Sheriff who maintains quiet by 
dropping a five-pound weight upon his desk 
shouted at the top of his voice for order. 
Judge Call’s face assumed a purple hue as he 
tried to make himself heard. Col. Coc#erell 
arose and pleaded for the respect due tha 
court, but it was all of no use. The “*sports”’ 
cheered and hurrahed until they were weary 
and then they made a wild scramble for the 
door.

The legal battle wus fought on Sec. No.

Position of the sarge "i , 
The court proceedings opened with t . 
ing of a demurrer oy the State. It alleged 
that the plaintiffs had no casein a court of 
equity for relief, that they had an adequate 
remedy at jaw, and that it was sought to re- 
strain a ce officer in discharge of his legal 
duty. the lawyers for the Duval club made 
an effort to have the case decided on the 
merits of the law. The State fought for a de- 
cision on the question of equity, maintaining 
that the court had no jurisdiction to decide 


the question of law as to whether glove con- 


tests were prohibited by statutes, 

The club people were tmuch encouraged 
when the Judge asked Mr. Latnar to discuss 
the contention of the complainants that a 

ove contest was not illegal. After Mr. 

mar had finished his discussion of the ques- 
tion the Judge asked the complainant’s attor- 
neys to discuss it also, and they did go with 
good effect. They maintained that there wus 
no law in the State of Florida which prohib- 
ited even'prize-fights, and Coil. Cockerell defied 
the Attorney-General to cite one instance 
where a conviction had been secured in a State 
in which there was no specific statute passed for 
the prevention of prize-fights. Judge Young 
reinforced him with the argument that the 
statute designed to prevent fighting by ap- 
pointment which the Attorney-General main- 
tained was prohibitery of glove contests, 
prize-fights, or whatever they may be called, 
contemplated fighting with weapons, that 
these articles of agreement under which Cor. 
bétt and Mitchell were to contest for athletic 
supremacy contemplated gloves—gloves al- 
lowed b fesccanaal that the City of Jackson- 
ville had passed an ordinance under the right 
given it by the State in its special charter 
regulating legal gloves at five ounces. 

Col. Cockrell declared that the basis of a 
fight is malice and anger; that there is no 
malice nor anger in this case. He also main. 
tained that in a prize-fight it was not neces- 
sary, as the State had attempted to show, that 
bodily injury should be done. 

State’s-Attorney Hartridge and Attor- 


| ney-General Lamar madea stroug fight on 


the equity part of the proceedings. Mr, La. 
mar said that an injunction would not lie 
wherein there was redress at law. The com. 
plainants, he added, had failed to show that 
the redress provided by the bond of 
the Sheriff was inadequate, They 
had only made vague and uncertain 
claims that the Sheriff would damage the 
club irreparably by interfering with the enter- 
tainment, and he also argued that as a peace 
officer the Sheriff had a right to enter into 
the premises of the Duval Athletic club with 
a sufficient force to conserve the peace. 
Young added that the club did not ask the 
court to enjoin a peace officer in the discharge 
of his duty, but that,the Sheriff intended to 
go beyond his duty ahd do an illegal act un- 
der color of his office. 

The arguments were ended at noon, a re- 
cess was taken until 3 o’clock, and then the 
decision was rendered, 

When the attorneys for the club were asked 
what effect Attorney-General Lamar’s motion 
would have they smiled and said: ‘* None 
whatever. If he should file an answer backed 
up with affidavits which would cause Judge 
Call to dissolve the injunction, why, we would:

Every 
good man Mitchell has met has secured a 
stand off with him. If he is a great hitter 
does it not jook as though in some of se 
fights he would have landed a blow that 
would have stopped his opponent? He is 
clever, beyond dispute, and must have landed 
any number of times on his opponents, yet 
there is no record of him stopping a man with 
a punch. 

Is it then reasonable to suppose that in to- 
day’s battle he will secure the chance blow 
his friends so devoutly hope for? If it lands 
will it jar the champion into a comatose state? 
It might, of course, but under the circum- 
stances it does not seem probable. Those who 
think Corbett cannot punch are badly mis- 
taken. Sullivan was as badly punished a man 
us usually leaves a prize ring. Then, too, 
Sullivan was whipped after the fourth round. 
It took good, stiff punching to brmg about 
that result. ; 

With Mitchell robbed of his fancied hitting 
powers he is outclassed at every point. He 
hus youth, height, weight, reach, agility, and 
hitting tye against him. If he wins it 
will be the biggest fluke that has happened in 
the prize ring in years. Corbett may break 
| ahand or hurt himself in the ring. That 
seems on paper to be Mitchell's sole chance. 
Mitchell's hands are none too good, either,

Should Corbett win today and then win his 
fight with Peter Javkson, set for June next, 
he will be the undisputed champion of the 
world. 

There has never been a champion of the 
world in the late days of pugilism. Many 
have laid claim to the title, but have never 
had good grounds for doing so.

Should he win he 
will have but one more man to dispose of— 
viz.: Peter Jackson—to become in truth the 
world’s champion. ()n the result of today's 
battle will depend the future of pugilism in 
this country. It is a waning sport at best, 
and the defeat of Corbett would give it its 
death blow in this country. Faking has done 
much to lessen interest in the sport and then 
the invasion of foreign talent, which has in 
many cases proven superior to the local, has 
also hurt it. The people of this country have 
tired of seeing two foreigners battle for big 
purses, or a local man pounded into insensi- 
bility by an alien. 

For the championship of this country to 
pass into the hands of an Englishman, and 
such an Englishman as Mitchell, would mean 
the death of the sport. Hanlan went to Aus- 
tralia and left the championship there. That 
killed rowing as a sport. It will be the same 
with pugilism. Vhen the championship 
passes to another country the docm of the 
sport is sealed. But,on the other hand, a 
victory for Corbett might serve in a measure 
| to revive the waning interest in pugilism by 
making him popular. Strangely engugh, he 
‘has never been so. He won the championship 
fairly from John L. Sullivan, yet the latter is 
today the more popular man with the masses. 
The American people cling to their idols with 
a tenacity that makes foreigners marvel, and 
John L. Sullivan was the pugilistic idol of 
the public. When he fell and people found 
that they had been worshiping at the shrine 
of a big shell they turned from the sport in 
disgust. 

Corbett has never succeeded in ingratiating 
himself into the good graces of the American 
people. He has been clean and fair in his 
rem Gt has left no red path of dissipation 
behind him, and has deported himself like a 
gentleman, yet the people have never warmed 
to him. Sullivan, with his awful sprees, loud 
talk, and thrilling adventures while under the 
influence of John Barleycorn, had always 
filled the poste eyes. He still fills it. 

Yet Corbett has the chance today to make 
himself popular.

Nearly e 

and tradition of the story of mankied” ont 

history began is an account of a fight, Since 

man began keeping a record of events tights 
have been the marking stones of epochs, 

Sometimes these fights involved individuals 

only, sometimes. nations, and sometimes the 

entire world. 

From time immemoria} fisticuffs has beeg 
a popular method of settling personal diffieu). 
ties, and history is full of persona! encounters, 
These encounters at first were not governed 
by any set rules, but each man fought to win 
in the manner which pleased him best, 
‘The Greeks and Romans counted fighting con, 
tests among their sports. Pugilism during 
the last 200 years has been confined almost 
entirely to Great Britain, its colonies, and de. 
scendants. ‘ 

The first champion of whom there is any 
record is James Fig, an Englishman, born in 
Thame in Oxfordshire. Of him it was said- 
“His strength, resolution, and unparalleled 
judgment conspired to form a matchless 
master.” Fig reigned from 1719 to 1734, 
During this time he fought many battles, but 
at the time of his death in 1734 he was atil! 
unconquered. At Fig’sdeatha man named 
‘Taylor succeeded to the title. In June, [741, 
he whipped in a few rounds a formidable 
Gypsy known as Prince Boswell. | 

Broughton and His Career. 

Jack Broughton, whose fume has come 
down to this day, was the first fighter who had 
any notion of the modern art of self-defense, 
Prior to his time it had been simply a aues. 
tion of endurance and brute strength. He 
finally fell the victim ofa ry “et ag butcher 
named Slack. In this contest Broughton wus 
defeated by reason of his uvercontidence. He 
did not train, and after the first few rounds 
was absolutely helpless. 

In Jnne, 1760, Slack, backed by the Duke 
of Cumberland. fought a nailer, Bill Stevens, 
who was backed by the Dukeof York. The 
fight was exceedingly brutal, and was won by 
Stevens. The next tighter of any particular 
renown was Daniel Mendoza, a Jew. He

named Humphries, and twice he won. Tom 
Cribb was the next big —" His time was 
between 1805 and 1820.

Members of the Colorado House Show 
Sigus of Disbanding. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 24.—The House will 

probably putanend to the introduction of 

bills tomorrow or soon after and then pass 


the measures before it as soon as possible and 


adjourn. Mr. Carnahan announced today 
that he would make a motion to this effect 
and the members hailed the idea as a good 
one. ‘The anti-session Senators held a brief 
caucus last evening and decided to keep up 
an adjournment of three days at a time until 
the House sees fit to give in.

ARIZONA’S CLAIM FOR STATEHOOD, 


Ex-Gov, Zulick Earnestly Working Ap- 

parently on Untenable Grounds, 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Ex-Gov. Zulick of Arizona is one of the 
numerous persons here at the present time 
urging the admission of the Territories to 
Statehood, Mr. Zulick has submitted a 
peculiar document in support of the claim of 
Arizoua for admission. He takes the ground 
that it is entitled to admission in the figst 
place by the treaty under which the Territory 
was acquired, though he seems conveniently 
to forget that Arizona and New Mexico were 
at that time one Territory, and if they have 
any right to Statehood under that treaty it is 
only a right to come in‘ together as one State, 
Mr. Zulick has alsoincluded in his argument 
a statement that Congress has no right to fix 
any limit as to population or assessable value 
of property in admitting a State. In other 
words, according to this argument, Arizona 
would be entitled to Statehood if it had only 
had 10,000 people instead of 60,000, includ- 
ing ** greasers,”’ 2,000 Chinese, and other 
persons not entitled to citizenship. A power- 
ful lobby is at work here in behalf of Arizona, 
Utah, and New Mexico, and the probabilities

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EIGHT BURN TO DEATH 


INMATES OF AN ASYLUMFOR INSANE 
OAUGHT IN A FIRETRAP. 


Four Locked in Cells and Four Others 
Suffocated Before They Could Make an 
Effort to Escape Near Boone, Ia.—One 
Gets Out and Gives the Alarm, but Too 
Late to Be of Any Service — Fierce 
Storm Prevents Any Help Being Ren- 
dered=General Northwest News. 


Boons, Ia., Jan. 24.—|Special. |—The asy- 
lum for insane on the poorhouse farm in 
which the hopeless insane of the county are 
kept burned down last night and eight of the 
nine inmates were roasted alive. The dead 
are: 

ANDERSON, CHRISTIANA, 28 years old. 
BRIGGS, JOHANN, 55 years old. 

CRAIG, JOSEPH, 80 yéars old. 

LEPER, THOMAS, 45 years old. 
PETERSON, CHRISTIAN, 81 years old, 
SODENBERG, ANNA. $8 years old. 
SCOTT, SARAH, 82 years old, 

TUCKER, NANCY, 48 years old. 

The only one of the inmates who escaped 
was Mrs, Hibbard, who gave the alarm. The 
fire o~curred about 10 o'clock at night. The 
news did not reach here until just before noon 
today. The intense cold weather and storm of 
the night made it impossible for any one to 
ride to town, a distance of over seven miles. 
The roads were badly drifted and the mercury 
was down to 28 degrees below zero this morn- 
ing, 80 noone came to Boone till the storm 
abated. 

The poor farm is located about a mile and 
a half south of Mineral Ridge, a little hamlet 
without railroad, telegraph, or teiephone 
communication. The asylum was a separate 
building on the poor farm, located about six- 
ty feet from the poorhouse. It was a frame 
structure, two stories High, and built about 
five years ago. Before its erection Boone 
County kept its insane in the State asylums. 
Since the building was put up the county has 
taken the incurable and harmless insane and 
kept them there instead of in the State insti- 
tutions. The steward of the poor farm is 
Henry Hoicomb. He lived with his wife in 
the poorhouse proper. 

Last night they ‘retired about 9 o'clock, 
leaving everything in apparently safe condi- 
tion. There were fourteen inmates in the 
poorhouse and nine in the separate building 
for the insane. About 10 o'clock Mrs, Hib- 
bard, one of the insane, woke up Holcomb 
and his wife with the cry that the house wa; 
on fire. He rushed to the building from 
which smoke was pourmg and burst 
open the front door. The inside 
was a mass of flames that drove him back. 
Not a sound eseaped from the inmates, who 
were probably already asphxiated by the 
dense smoke. The steward, with the limited 
help the paupers could furnish, were unable 
todo more than save the poorhouse from be- 
ing destroyed also. The furious sterm raging 
prevented the ‘fire from being seen by even 
the nearest farmers. Almost alone on the 
country road the tragedy occurred and was 
over in less time than an hour. | 

When the roof fell the victims wer@ dis- 
covered burned almost beyond recognition. 
Four of them not considered safe were always 
locked up in cells at night. These four could 
not have escaped if they would, The other 
five had complete freedom, but four of them 
were either suffocated in bed or had not in- 
telligence enough to make their way out of the 
burning building. The one that did escape, 
Mrs. Hibbard, is not capable of giving an in- 
telligent statement. 

It is believed the fire was caused from the 
furnace which was overheated. The grand 
jury visited the poor farm last week and re- 
ported to the Supervisors that the dsylum 
was not in a satisfactory condition. The vic- 
tims of the fire are all Boone County people. 


TESTIMONY IN THE OLEO SUIT, 
The Manufacture of Butterine Discussed 
at Minneapolis. 

Mrnneaporis, Minn., Jan, 24.—/Special. | 
—The oleomargarine case brought by the 
Minneapolis Provision company against the 
Porter Produce company, the State appear- 
ing as intervener, was begun in earnest this 
morning. E. P. Sanborn of St, Paul ap- 
peared for the plaintiff and George B. Edger- 
ton, Assistant State’s-Attorney, and his pri- 
vate law partner, A. L. Hoppaugh, appeared 
for the State, the Porter company not being 
represented, The morning was consumed in 
the examination of I. H. Rich, who is in 
charge of the butterine department of Swift 
& Co. of Chicago, from whom the oleomar- 
garine was ordered. Several questions were 
asked him regarding the manufacture of but- 
terine, and with regard -to its value as an 
article of commerce should it be colored pink. 
He stated that he had never had any call for 
such an article; that yellow was the natural 
color of butterine and should it be differently 
colored its value would be destroyed. 

“Should the public want anything else than 
the yellow article we would have to exhaust 
the colors of the rainbowin preparing it,’’ 
said the witness. 

He testified as to the making of the contract 
with Mr. Byrnes of the Minneapolis Provision 
company. and stated that he had agreed with 
him at the Swift exhibit at the Worid’s Fair, 
where the contract was made, to furnish the 
article to him exclusively for the Minneapolis 
market. He swore that his understanding 
with Mr. Byrnes was that the Swift company 
was to fill the Minneapolis orders at market 
price on board the cars at Chicago, and that 
the responsibility of the Swift company was 
then to cease, the Minneapolis Provision com- 
pany to be responsible for the carriage from 
Chicago. 

James A. Byrnes, manager of the Minneap- 
olis Provision company, was the first witness 
put on the stand this afternoon, corroborating 
Mr. Rich’s testimony. He stated that he was 
duly authorized to sell oleomargarine and 
had paid the State license for 1893. He had 
never sold any butterine outside of the orig- 
inal package and had complied with the law 
in every particular.

The firm hada 
large practice in railroad business, and while 
Van Auken was in Denver a few years ago look- 
ing after one of his “‘ promotion ” schemes he had 
dealings with the law firm and made the ac- 
quaintance of Osborn, who has since been more 
or less associated with Van Auken’s scemes. He 
was in Chicago at the office of Van Auken’s Inter- 
State Inyestment and Construction company 
the day before Van Auken disappeared, Pre- 
vious to that, the employés say, he was seldom 
seen in Chicago, though he kept up a correspond- 
ence with the office. He used a letter-head on 
which bis name appeared as an attorney. One 
of the engineers in Van Auken’s employ was in 
Denver when Osborn lived there and is well ac- 
quainted with him; he said yesterday: ‘“ Osborn 
always bore a good reputation in Denver, and so 
did Van Auken, for that matter. I am sure they 
were working together, and in view of the fact 
that both are missing I think it a just inference 
that both have gone wrong. It is quite likely 
that Osborn sentthe dispatch from New York 
instead of Van Auken. Both men knew the 
cipher.’”’] 


TITLES OF MANY ACRES INVOLVED, 


Application for a Tract of Wisconsin Land 
Raises a Perplexing Point. 

Mapison, Wis., Jan, 24.—[Special.|—A 
question under consideration by the Wiscon- 
sin Supreme Court affects the titles to nearly 
86,000 acres of valuable land lying in several 
counties in the northern part of the State. 
The point was raised by Assistant Attorney- 
General Clancey in his oral argument before 
the court in the case of Benjamin Sweet of 
Milwaukee and John O’Connor of Waukesha 
against the State Land Commissioners, Sweet 
and ©’Connor made application for a large 
tract of land in whatis known as the State 
Park. Their applications were refused by the 
Public Land Commissioners on the ground 
that the lands had been withdrawn from sale. 
The petitioners brought suit tocompel the 
Commissioners to grant their application. 
One of the main points is that the State Park in- 
cludesa large tractof school indemnity lands, 
which cannot be constitutionally reserved from 
sale. In combating this proposition Clancey 
raised the point that the Constitution requires 
that all school lands shall be appraised before 
they are placed on sale and that these indemnity 
school lands had never been appraised. While 
this pointis raised only in relation to the 
lands in dispute it is evident that if it is sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court it will affect 
the titles of lands of this character which have 
already been sold, nearly 36,000 acres, lying 
in the Counties of Marinette, Lincoln, Bar- 
ron, Polk, Ashland, Langlade, Chippewa, 
Oconto, Bayfield, Burnett, Shawano, Dougias, 
Clark, Forest, Oneida, Florence, Pierce, Port- 
age, and Vilas. A decision is expectea Tues- 

ay. 


DEFINES BUILDING AND LOAN LAWS. 


Attorney-General Decides as to the Au- 
thority of Directors, 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
Attorney-General Moloney taday rendered an 
opinion in which he holds that the Board of 
Directors of a building and loan association 
does not possess authority to make the by- 
laws of the association, that authority being 
vested by law in the stockholders. He also 
holds that a building and loan association can- 
not change its name by an amendment to the 
by-laws, that the name is a fundamental part 
of the organization, and can be changed only 
in accordance with the amended acts of June 
4, 1887, and June 6, 1889, providing for the 
change of names of corporations. 

In another opinion the Attorney-General 
holds that where the term of a Justice of the 
Peace has expired and no successor has been 
elected, such Justice shal! hold his office until 
a successor is chosen. He is Justice de facto, 
and as such his acts, so far as they affect 
third persons, arg valid and binding.

PIRST TESTIMONY TAKEN IN HART'S 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


His Mother Proves an Unwilling Witness 
for the Prosecution at Rockford, Ill 
Juryman Thought to Be Unduly Preju- 
diced Dismissed=Mysterious Affray at 
St. Louis to Be Investigated by the Po- 
lice=Conclusion of the Testimony in 
Ashton’s Trial for Murder. 


RooxrorD, Ill., Jan. 24.—([Special.|—The 
last of the twelve jurors in the Hart murder 
case was chosen this afternoon at 2 o'clock 
and the trial was begun in earnest. After the 
last four jurors were accepted on both sides 
Judge Shaw excused the first juror accepted, 
W. A. Daniels, who was yesterday accused of 
saying that he had got on the jury for the ex. 
press purpose of hanging Hart. Lgcien Will- 
iams, a retired farmer, was accepted in his 
place. The complete jury as finally accept- 
ed by both sides and the court was as follows: 

Frank Kent, Roscoe, farmer; Harry Brown, 
Owen, farmer; J. H. Barningham, Durand, 
farmer; Orlando Patterson, Rockford, black- 
smith; John Hoard, Rockton, farmer; Rowland 
Webber, Rockton, farmer; Arthur Chase, Cherry 
Valley, farmer; William Sherman, Dnrand, 
farmer; Albert E. Hart, Harlem, farmer; Will- 
iam Dyson, Rockford, manufacturer; Robert 
Simpson, Rockford, retired farmer; Lucien Wiil- 
iams, Rockf tired farmer. 

State’s-Attorney Frost made his statement 
to the jury in the afternoon. He dwelt upon 
the great responsibility which rested with the 
jury. He then reviewed the crime at length, 
told of the manner, in which the girls met 
their death, and described the Hart premises 
where the homicide occurred. The attorney 
declared that motive ofttimes cuts but little 
figure in an atrocious murder. There had 
sprang up a hostility between the defendant 
and his sisters, and the former had made 
threats against the latter. There would be 
evidence to show that the defendant had said 
he would kill Mary Hart. 

After tellmg the story of the crime and of 
Hart’s arrest the attorney touched upon the 
insanity theory. From the questions of the 
counsel for the defense to the jurors he im- 
agined the plea of insanity was to be put up. 
He understood the law held that insanity was 
a valid defense, but he also understood that 
the law did not permit a man to shield him- 
self by the plea of insanity. The attorney de- 
clared that Hart’s actions showed him to be 
sane, His answers to the officers when ar- 
rested showed that he was laboring under no 
insanity delusion, The attorney said he was 
not actuated by animosity toward the de- 
fendant. He was there to see that the law 
was vindicated. Mr. Garver then spoke 
briefly upon the defense of insanity. 

Mrs. Bridget Hart, the mother of the pris- 
oner and his victims, was the first withess for 
the prosecution, She was evidently an * un- 
willing witness.”’ She could remember little 
when the prosecuting attorney questioned 
her, even the date of her daughter Nellie’s 
death having escaped her. But when her son’s 
attorney questioned her in cross-examination 
she remembered everything and e¢ould tell 
dates and facts without limit. After the pros- 
ecution had finished its examination the wit- 
ness volunteered the opinion that ** John had 
1e returned from the 
West,”’ which testimony being thrown out she 
retired. William Hart, brother to the ac- 
cused, told the story of finding Nellie and her 
condition. He aiso told of finding John’s 
bloody clothes. After his testimony had been 
completed court adjourned until tomorrow 
morning.

Sickles Attacks the Income Tax. 

Mr. Sickles (Dem., N. Y.) in speaking to 
the pending amendments said he thought that 
while free admission of articles should be the 
rule and not the exception, still the pending 
bill did not raise sufficient revenue for the 
government.

A short and sharp filibuster was caused by 
Mr. McMillin (Dem., Tenn.) reporting the 
internal revenue bill containing the income 
tax clause. The Democratic members of the 
New York delegation flew to armsina mo- 
ment and the House was soon in a state of 
confusion and excitement. A motion to ad- 
journ was overwhelmingly defeated by a viva 
voce vote and a division demanded.

HILL AND SENATORIAL COURTESY. 


Incidents and Precedents That Affect the 
Nomination of Peckham. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.}]— 
Followers of the administration are trying to 
utilize Senatorial courtesy against David B. 
Hill. He relies on it to heip him defeat the 
nomination of Peckham for the Supreme 
Cort, but it is pointed out that Hill himself 


WHEELEK H. PECKHAM, 
has always sneered at the courtesy of the Sen- 


ate. Now that Senatorial courtesy will be a 
useful weapon he wants his colleagues to for- 
get his attacks on it. They cannot very well 
do this because his contemptuous utterances 
have been so recent. Besides, somebody has 
been raking up some things Hilf said when 
Governor of New York about the Senate. 
During Cleveland’s first administration Hiil 
said: “A President on taking office as the 
representative of the national will finds 
himself confronted by a Senate of which 
two-thirds were chosen four and six and 
two years ago. He cannot name his 
own Cabinet. Every member of it must be 
passed on by an oligarchical club of patro- 
nage mongers before he can have his services. 
Oniy the courtesy of the Senate permitsa 
President to have his constitutional and confi- 
dentiai Cabinet advisers. This is a fact. 
though not generally borne in mind, To 
Jackson and to Johnson that ‘courtesy of 
the Senate’ was refused. Of Lincoln the 
oligarchy demanded the removal of Secretary 
Seward because he would not job the powers 
and policy of his office to their liking. The 
successors of the same oligarchy have sought 
to dictate to President Cleveland, to invade 
the precincts of his very mind, to make him 
tell why he preferred one subordinate to 
another in carrying out bis onerous and 
sclemn trust. He has rightly resisted such 
infernal insolence within his constitutional 
limils. The limit ought to be extended until 
the last vestige of the confirming pretense 
has been destroyed,”’ 

It seems the age of Mr. Peckham, 61 years, 
is to be used against him. It is also pointed 
out that the unanimous acquiescence by the 
Senate in the wishes of the Missouri Senators 
in the Scott Harrison case, following so close- 
ly upon the rejection of Hornbdilower at 
the request of the New York Senators, estab- 
lishes a precedent which may be observed in 
the case of Peckham. Meantime, with Mur- 
phy on the Commerce committee, to which 
nominations of all Treasury officers and Con- 
suls go, and Hill on the Judiciary committee, 
which takes’ charge of all Judges, United 
States Marshals, and District-Attorneys, nom- 
inations of New-Yorkers notin political sym- 
pathy with the New York Senators seem to 
have before them a hard road to travel. 


NATIONAL ELECTION LAWS NEEDED. 


Able Speech of Senator Lodge in Support 
of the Existing Statutes, 

Wasuinetow, D. C., Jan. 24.—When the 
Federal eiection bill was taken up today in 
the Senate Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.) addressed 
the Senate in opposition to the bill. 

Mr. Lodge cited registration and other elec- 
tion frauds in New York and the evil emi- 
nence of William M. Tweed, who, he said, 
‘*has had both successors and imitators. I[ 
will take only one very recent example to 
prove this and to show that if these laws were 
needed to repress Mr. Tweed’s activity they 
are just as necessary today to curb the zeal of 
those who would rival him in his chosen 
sphere of public asefulness.”” Here Mr. 
Lodge gave a summarized history of the do- 
ings of John Y. McKane of Gravesend, L. I., 
at the late election. and said: 

I might go on and bring forward proofs of sim- 
ilar frauds in other large cities in the North. To 
our shame be it said many examples may be 
found, but to multiply them here is need- 
less. Mr. McKane’s performances prove suf- 
ficiently tha, crimes —— the suffrage are at- 
tempted now just as flagrantly in our Northern 
cities as they were more than twenty years ago, 
and that the need of stringent legislation, both 
State and National, to prevent and punish them 
is as great as ever. In national elections for Con- 

ressmen, therefore, it becomes the duty of the 

nited States to protect its voters against such 
crimes as those ‘perpetrated at Gravesend. While 
such outrages as these are possible in our 
Northern cities the voters of the United 
States have a right to demand that the 
national power should be exerted to pre- 
vent their occurrence at Congressional elections. 
In the South the case is widely different. for, 
there the subject iscomplicated with a race ques- 
tion and with sentiments which are the evil lega- 
cies of slaver; and civil war. Every one knows 
that in the South the negro has been deprived in 
one way and another of his vote. The suffrage is 
given to the negro with one hand and taken away 
with the other, With him we“*‘keep the word of 

romise tothe ear and break it to the hope.”’ 
The United States has no power to protect hit ; 
except when he votes for- Congressmen, and in 
that vote he should have every protection. I am 
opposed to the repeal of these laws because it is 
a dirett blow to national sentiment and to the 


irights and:authority of the Nation. If they serve 
‘no other 


urpose except as an expression of na- 
tional right and authority these laws ought not 
to touch Congress should exert its 

wer. Its elections should be 
fately separate from the elections of 
State or (municipality. They should 
be held on a different day from any local election 
and they should be conducted and protected by 
national officers ahd’ not by local officers. The 
present attempt ig an effort to invade the domain 
of national authority, to break down national 
power, to sweep from the statute books any 
recognition of national rights. National elections 
should be under-the control and conduct of the 
United States, to'the end that citizens might be 
able to dv so without fearor favor. As I quoted 
in the debate in the House in 1890— 
“TI wish men to ree, 
As much from mobs as Kings; from you as me.”

WHISKY REVENUE AND INCOME TAX, 


Excerpts from the Report Presented in the 
House by the Wilson Committee. 
Wasurveron, D. C., Jan. 24.—The majority 
of the Ways and Means committee in their 
report on the bill to reduce duties, after re- 


citing the continued increase of taxation, 
gay: ' 
A bill has already been recommended by this 
committee for a large extension of the free list 
and for reductions in the rates of duty imposed 
upon manufactured goods. This bili still fur- 
ther reduces revenues $75,000,000, estimating 
the revenues on the basis of impertations of last 
year. It becomes necessary to recommend some 
means whereby the present and prospective de- 
ficiency in revenues shall be supplied and a 
more just and equitable imposition of the 
burdens of taxation be made. The com- 
mittee therefore recommended an mcrease 
of the tax on distilled spirits from ¥0 cents per 
gallon to $1 per gallon, and have recommended 
an iperease in tie tax on cigarettes from 50 
cents per thousand to $1 per thousand; the im- 
posing of a tax of two cents a pack on all playi 
cards made or offered for sale in the Unite 
States, and a taa of 2 per cent on all net incomes 
of corporations and on incomes of individuals in 
excess of $4,000. ; ; 
A tax on incomes is no experiment in this 
country. A tax placed upon consumption is 


based on what men want and must have. A tax 
levied on wealth fails on those who 
have enough to spare and _ therefore 
have more to be protected by law. 


The weaith of this country amounts to more than 
$65,000,000,000 and the question arises whether 
it is not just and fair that a portion of this money 
should be raised by a tax on the earnings of 
wealth instead of imposing it all or nearly all on 
consumption. The committee see no hardship in 
requiring those who have incomes of more than 
$4,000 a year to pay 2 per cent on all in excess 
of that amount to carry on the government under 
which it has been accumulated and by which it 
has been protected. 

Corporations are by the law given special priv- 
Their stock bolders in the 
main are freed from personal liability by the 
laws of their creation. They have almost per- 
petual life; they may sue or be sued as individ. | 
uals. Through the courts of the country they are 
protected and enabled to carry on their opera- 
tions. It has therefore been deemed by the 
committee not unjust to place a tax of 2 per 
cent on their earnings. One of the complaints 
made against an income tax is that it is inguisi- 
torial in its nature and oppressive in its adrmin- 
istration. The committee thinks that this has 
been guarded against as amply as can be in any 
tax, and that an inspection of it will prove jt to 
possess as little that is inquisitorial asin any 
State, county, municipal, or governmental tax 
in existence. 

An estimate prepared by the Commissioner of 
Iuternal Revenue is submitted, indicating that 
the revenue from the proposed tax will aggregate 
$30,905,701.

NOT A POPULAR LOAN SUBSCRIPTION, 


Banks and Fihancial Firms Likely to Cor- 
.. Pal All the Bond. Issue. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Carlisle’s popular loan subscription 
isa dissipated dream. The ‘“ people”’ who 
are going to take those $50,000,000 bonds 
have not yet put in their bids. As priority in 
bidding counts for nothing they will not make 
their formal offers until the morning of Feb. 
1. The persons who began making offers im- 
mediately after the Secretary called for sub- 
scriptions were those who put in only smail 
bids and who knew little or nothing about the 
methods of floating bonds. This only em. 
phasizes the certainty that the people at large 
will not take the bonds. Some very close 
figuring is now being done and the impression 
around the Treasury is that the whole issue 
will be floated at perhaps a fraction over 118. 
It was reported that one New ¥ork firm was 
determined to have $25,000,000 of the 
bonds and had secured the gold for that pur- 
pose. Nevertheless there seemsto bean un- 
derstanding by which the banks and firms that 
want the bonds will not go to the Treasury 
bidding aguinst each other. They may ar- 
range among themselves to have one firm 
make the bid and then divide up the bonds, 
Under these circumstances it is possible the 
issue will not be as largely oversubscribed as’ 
Secretary Carlisle imagines,

THE MINISTER TO -HAWAII DE- 
NOUNCED BY A WOMAN. 


His Action in Arousing Fears of Blood- 
shed Designated. as Inhuman=—No Ex- 
aggeration in the Letter of President 
Dole Touching: the State of Alarm 
Senator Sherman Not in Favor of An- 
nexation Just Yet Senator Allison 
Avows Opposition to Grover’s Policy. 


Miss Caroline Custle of Honolulu, Sand- 
wich Islands, relates it asa strong affirmation 
of President Dole’s recent letter that three 
days before it was published her sister in Hon- 
olulu bad written her to just the same effect 
as the letter of Mr. Dole afterwards pub- 
lished. That letter said the situation was 
thrilling in the extreme, It was written the 
night of the 18th, before Mr. Willis had made 
his demand upon the government, and all the 
men of the household were away and the 
women were greatly alarmed lest there should 
be bloodshed. 

Miss Castle’s father is one of the oldest mis- 
sionaries in the Sandwich Islands, going there 
in 1837, and has since occupied many im- 
portant positions. Marshal Hitchcock of the 
provisional government is a brcther-in-law, 
and she has lived all her life in an official or 
semi-official housebold and had excellent op- 
portunities for knowing the exact state of 
affairs there. She has been visiting relatives 
throughout the country and is now with her 
cousins, the Misses Peck of Evanston. She 
goes back tomorrow with the wife of Editor 
Castle of the Hawaiian Gazette and Adver- 
tiser, Her brother-in-law told her on leaving 
that the islands would surely be annexed by 
the time she returned, and that, she says, was 
the universal belief. 

Miss Castle designates the position of Min- 
ister Willisas inhuman. While he knew no 
force would be used he kept silent, and wom- 
en and children, and many men as well, were 
terror-stricken at the possibilities of carnage 
and remained so until tardy advices were re- 
ceived from the United States. She resents 
the idea that Democratic papers have indus- 
triously circulated that the provisional gov- 
ernment is extravagant, ahd said itis the 
most economical they have ever had. An 
instance of its effectiveness is that they have 
raised the price of opium from $22 to $44 a 
pound and cut off many .smuggiers. These 
stories were circulated by the opium ring, in 


which it was common talk on _ the 
islands that the ex-Queen, Wilson, and 
others were largely interested. As 
Marshal under*tbe Queen Wilson was 


universally complained of. Another of the 
ring was Hazelton, a son-in-law of the notori- 
ous Gibson, who nearly involved the United 
States in a war with Java, and who went to 
Honolulu as a Mortaan, to convert the people 
and remained to prey. This Gibson, it was 
said, used to let lepers lozse at eiection times 
and vote them from the common polls, Wil- 
cox, a favorite of the Queen, who with her got 
up the insurrection against the King in 1889 
and hid in a gasoline tank while the 500 peo- 
ple were up in arms, was tried by a aative 
jury and went scot-free, while a Flemish ac- 
complice, tried by a foreign jury, was ban- 
ished from the island. 

Miss Castle says Mr. Dole is greatly re- 
spected on the island asa cautious, conserva- 
tive man, and they were all touched when he 
sent his resignation to the Queen as Judge 
and accepted the Presidency of the provision- 
al government, They all feel great confi- 
dence in him, 


SENATORS DEBATE HAWAII AFFAIRS, 


Vest’s Substitute for the Turpie Resolution 
Causes a Desultory Talk. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 24.—The resolu- 
tion reported yesterday from the Committee 
on Foreign Relations against the considera- 
tion at present of any project of annexation 
of the Hawaiian Islands to the United: States 
was laid before the Senate today, and Mr. 
Vest. (Dem., Mo.) offered the following sub- 
stitute for it: 

Resolved, That it is unwise and inexpedient to 
consider the project of annexing awaii 

nited States; that the people 
of the Hawaiian Islands should be left to choose 
and maintain their own government: and that 
any foreign intervention in the political affairs 
of the islands will be regarded as an act unfriend- 
ly to the Government of the United States. 

Mr. Vest said the committee reso;jution, if 
adopted, might be usedas an argument by 
the provisional government and its adherents. 
They might say. ‘‘ lf we maintain ourseives 
for a short time longer then the Senate of the 
United States has told-us that it will con- 
template a project of annexation.”” For him- 
self he desired to furnish no argument and 
no suggestion at all two those people. He 


. would let them severely alone. 


Mr. Gray (Dem., Del.) said he did not 
see that the substitute differed at all from the 
committee resolution, except that the substi- 
tute left out any phraseology that could by 
auy implication be considered as putting the 
Senate alongside of the Executive in his treat- 
ment of the treaty of annexation—which he 
withdrew from further consideration. The 
purpose of ** further consideration ’’ had been 
honestly entertained by the President and had 
been honestly acted upon. He challenged any 
one to show that that purpose had not been 
honestly in the President’s mind. 

Mr. Stferman (Rep., Ohio) said that he had 
accepted with great pleasure the propositions 
presented in Mr. Turpie’s resolution. It had 
seemed to cover «two essential points which 
were absolutely necessary not only to the 
quiet and peace of the United States but to 
the quiet and peace of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The first was a notice given to foreign nations 
—whether of Asia or Europe—that the affairs 
of the Sandwich Islands are matters in which 


the United States has a deep _ in- 
terest. The relations of the United 
States to those islands were peculiar. 


The clause ir the resolution as to the provis- 
ional government having been duly recog- 


nized he regarded as a vital RP reside if 


it were ade facto government t resident 
of the United States had no power Yo disturb 
it. He was in favor of annexation on certain 
conditions. If the islands were to be annexed 
he would favor attaching them to the State of 
California. He did not think, however, this 
was the time to take that step. 

Mr. Allison (Rep., Ia.) said if the resolution 
committed the Senate in an ie: to the 
policy declared by the President he would 
not vote for it. If-it was the purpose of the 
Senate in agreeing to the resolution to quiet 
the situation in Hawaii, why should it not be 
done without any expression of opinion on 
the subject of annexation? 

Here the resolution and several modifica- 
tions of it, offered by way of amendment, 
went over till tomorrow.

way to banish hard times from the United

Is it true that there is a “ world-wide 
panic” and that hard times have des¢ended 
on the whole earth? Certainly not, unless the 
northern and southern neighbors of the United 
States are to be left out of the world. The 
panic has not reached them. Canada extends 
along the northern border of the -United 
States for 8.500 miles, and Mexico along the 
southern border for 1,800 miles, One has 
five million people, whose language, institu- 
tions, manners, and customs are essentially 
the same as those of this country. The other 
has eleven or twelve millions possessing the 
Spanish language and civilization. In the 
January Forum Mr. David A. Wells has this 
to say about these exceptions to the theory of 
universal hard times: 

In the Dominion of Canada, for example [with

Hence there are no 
soup-houses in Canada or Mexico at this time, 
although they are sympathetically hurt by the 
panic raging in this country and the wide-

Britain is suffering because of bad loans 
made to other nations and to the colonies, 
and from the diminished consumption of her 
goods by the countries on the contine:t since 
their resources are eaten up in military arma- 
ments. ‘The panic in this country has also 
hurt Engiand, as it has some other nations. 
The dutiable imports of the United States for 
November alone were fifteen millions less 
than for the same month of 1892. 

There is no panic abroad, however. This 
country alone is thus afflicted. It is visited 
by a dreadful panic caused by a blundering, 
bad, wicked, political measure; which inter- 
feres with and demoralizes the accustomed 
wage scale of the whole Nation. ‘This vicious 
Wilson tariff bill cuts and slashes every man’s 
business, changes prices, kills profits, im- 
perils the solvency of employers, undermines 
and breaks down the compensation of toil, 
arresta work, and causes tens of thousands of 
factories and mills to curtail production and 
“lay off’ labor. This will go on until the 
destructive bill is passed and put in force, 
and business-men can see just what they can 
sell their goods for in competition with those 
of Europe, and how much the wages of work- 
men will have to be cut down to make it pos- 
sible to compete with foreigners. 

The Wilson bill is the cause of the fearful 
condition of American, industries—a condi- 
tion which exists nowhere else under the sun. 
This is as plain as are the noses on the faces 
of the Confederates and Northern doughfaces 
who are racking their brains to ‘invent false 
reasons for a panic which is their work. They 
are the ones who have broken up all business 
and deprived two millions of workmen of em- 
ployment. They have been guilty of a blun- 
der andacrime. They will learn at the next

quarters to Washington and proceed to labor 
with the Democrats.

| But the people neither applaud nor remain 
dilent. They have spoken unmistakably in 
¢vety way in wmch it is possible for them to 
express their sentiments, They have had a 
foretaste of the effects of the Wilson bill. 
They have seen themselves left with no work, 
with half-time or quarter-time work, and with 
wages so much smaller than of old, even 
when they work full time, that they have to 
fall toa lower and a meaner ievel of living. 
Feeling keenly their wretched situation, and 
knowihg Whence it comes,in those States 
where there have been elections they have 
gone to the polls and defeated Democratic 
candidates. In those States and in others 
they have held meetings entreating and de- 
manding that the Wilson bill be not passed. 
They have sent petitions to Congress by the 
thousands. Whole manufacturing communi- 
ties which have given Democratic majorities 
in the past have petitioned. If there were a 
referendum and the Wilson bill were submit- 
ted to the vote of the adult male citizens of 
the United States 1t would be defeated by a 
million majority. 

But Mr, Cockran claims that the people are 
mistaken. He, setting himself up as wiser 
and greater than they, asserts that the Wilson 
bill is not the cause of their miseries, and, 
therefore, their demand that it be not passed 
must be defied. He says: 

But is this bill the cause of these silent factories 
and extinguished fires? Why, what a system 
your protective system is if"it cannot last in its 
beneficent effects even until:it is repealed. Why, 
my friends, you have enriched this country so 
that the people of this Nation ought to be able 
to stand three years of hard times without any 
person) suffering the pangs of want. 

Mr. Cockran seems to think that the upset- 
ting of a system which has endured for thirty- 
three years, on which every industry. in the 
country is based, and in accordance with 
which all wage scales have been regulated, is 
a trivial affair—that to derange the business 
of merchants, manufacturers, and railroads 
is a mere trifle. Mr. Cockran is a lawyer and 
knows something of the common law. If the 
proposition were made to throw it aside sud- 
denly and substitute for it the civil law on the 
ground that the latter was much the better 
Mr. Cockran would burst out with vehement 
protests. He might admit the abstract supe- 
riority of. the civil law, but he would protest 
that to change laws to which the people were 
accustomed for those with which they were 
not would upset everything. He would be 
right about it. It isa more serious matter to 
upset an economic system. The mere possi- 
bility of it acts like an earthquake. 

» There have been other panics, he says, 
which certainly were not caused by the dread 
of free trade. 

Let us try this other system and I promise 
you that it will take more than six months of 
hard times to put soup kitchens in every city 
in this Union. The panic of 1878 lasted five 
years instead of six months. The people of 
this Nation are looking to this Congress today 
and asking us not to reject this ‘bill, but to 
pass it, and we will, bless God. 


Mr. Cockran had been in the country only 
about two years when that panic came, and 
it is perhaps not surprising that he is unfamil- 
iar with its causes. It was due to the burst- 
ing of the inflation boom. It was sharp and 
severe, but it was insignificant in its effects 
on millions of wageworkers compared with 
the panic of 1893, which was caused by the 
threatened smashing of protection. Though 
the country was not as wealthy in 1873 as it 
is mow, it soon recovered from. the panic. 
Times improved rapidly when it was settled 
that the/promises to pay of the government 
were to be redeemed in gold. The panic of 
1857 is one the history of which Mr. Cock. 
ran should study. It was caused by iegisla- 
tion which reduced customs duties—legisla- 
tion similar to that of the Wilson bill, The 
following extracts from a letter written at 
that time by a resident of New York gives an 
idea of the effects of a duty-cutting law: .

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SPRINGER’S IDEA OF FREE COMMERCIAL 
INTERCOURSE. 

Mr. Springer in his recent tariff speech is 
reported as saying among other things: 

There shonld be free commercial intercourse 
between this country and Canada, and, although 
Canada is the natural customer of the United 
States, in retaliation for the discrimination of 
the McKinley law English agricultural products 
were put in competition with American products 
in Canada, and Canadians were willing to pay 


the higher cost of English goods. | 

It is a sufficient answer to Mr. Springer’s 
assertion that the Canadians refuse to have 
free commercial intercourse with this coun- 
try. What they want and what they have per. 
sistently demanded is free access to our great 
markets for their agricultural products while 
they have the privilege of continuing to levy 
heavy duties upon American manufactured 
goods seeking to find a market in the Domin- 
ion. 

Does Mr. Springer call that jug-handled 
style of commercial intercourse fair trade? 
And yet he is supporting a bill which alinost 
gives the Canadians the free run of our mar- 
kets for all their agricultural products, with- 
out in return receiving or obtaining any re¢- 
iprocity for the. surplus manufactures of this 
country! Following Mr. Springer Mr. Payne 
of New York aptly remarked that the more he 
examined the Wilson bill the more he was 
convinced of the astuteness of that Canadian 
member of Parliament who stated that Can- 
ada got more out of the Wilson bill, 
without giving up anything in return, 
than she could have hoped to obtain by the 
most favorable reciprocity treaty. The Wil- 
son bill is bad enough as a sectional measure, 
cutting duties on Norttiern agricultural prod- 
ucts while Southern staples are protected, but 
it goes even further than this by discriminat- 
ing against the farmer, giving, as Mr. Payne 
said, his market for barley to Canada (30 
cents a bushel cut down to six or eight cents) 
for hops to Germany, and crippling by a re- 
duction of their purchasing power the consum- 
ers of his vegetabies, his poultry, his dairy 
products, his small fruits, and ruining his 
home market. Itis little wonder that the 
Canadians are jubilant over the Wilson bill, 
which promises them even more than the jug- 
handled reciprocity they have been trying to 
get so long. It is extraordinary, however, 
that a man of Springer’s alleged ability and 
sense should pronounce this one-sided com- 
mercial intercourse with Canada, in which we 
concede everything and receive nothing in re- 


The New York World calls for the resigna- 
tion of Attorney-General Olney because he 
has not only failed to enforce the anti-trust 
laws but has made it impossible for his de- 
partment to do anything.in that direction 
while he is at the head of it. This Demo- 
cratic paper says that the Democratic party, 
seeing the popular feeling concerning trusts, 
promised in its platform to enforce with vigor 
all existing laws against them and to pass 
more if those did not answer the purpose, 
Such were in truth the promises of the plat- 
form. 

And yet Mr. Cleveland appointed as his 
Attorney-General and leader of the war 
against the trusts a man who was known to 
be the legal counselor of many of these com- 
binations, a man who, according to the 
World, “as counsel for the President of the 
whisky trust, had staked his legal reputation 
upon the proposition that the whole anti-trust 
law was unconstitutional, null and void.’’ The 
World says further : 


In his official report he has made an argument 
for the trusts more effective than any that their 
hired attorneys are likely to present in any case 
which he may bring to trial. He has officially 
sneered at the misconception of those who im- 
agine that the law was ever intended to forbid or 
prevent the conspiracies against which it is 
avowedly directed. Inthe one case brought to 


‘trial under his administration, heard at Phila- 


delphia yesterday, the trust attorneys have 
adopted his contentions as their own strongest 
plea in opposition to his prosecution. 


And consequently the New York paper calls 
on him to resign. It tells him that “ the 
sense of honor and honesty” should forbid 
him to remain where he is.. This is hard on 
Mr, Olney, but it is also hard on several other 
Mr. Olney did not 
thrust himself into office. He was appointed 
by President Cleveland, who in his inaugural 
remarks reiterated the pledges of the plat- 
form. Mr. Cleveland could not have chosen 
for his law adviser a man of whose record he 
knew nothing. Any knowledge of Mr. Olney 
necessitated a knowledge of his pro-trust pro- 
clivities. Therefore Mr. Cleveland, who put 
into the Attorney-Generalship a man from 
whom he knew the trusts had nothing to fear, is 
the person whom the World should attack, and 
it might include in its censure the Democratic 
Senate which confirmed Mr. Olney. If it did 
so ignorant of his record it was careless, If 
it knew that record it was culpable, 

The Democrats promised in their platform 
if the present anti-trust law was not effective 
to pass one which would be, The Attorney- 
General says in his report that the present 
law amounts to nothing. If the House and 
Senate Democrats agree with him they 
should pass a new law. If they do not they 
should censure him for not trying to enforce 
the existing one. They have done neither. 
This is good evidence that they have no seri- 
ous intention of making war on trusts, and 
that ‘‘ the sense of honor and honesty ” should 
urge these men who were elected to wage war 
on trusts but are not doing so, to resign. 

It will be seen that the entire Democracy, 
and not Mr. Olmey alone, is unsound on the 
trust question, and itis not right, therefore, 
to makea scapegoat of him and try to send 
him out into the wilderness bearing the sins 
of his party. He is no worse than the man 
who selected him, the men who confirmed 
him, or the men who do not censure him, The

Tuer Wilson bill places coal on the free list. 
This is for the benefit of Canada, whose Nova 
Scotia and British Columbia mines will ship a 
great deal of coal to the United States. The 
Dominion, however, collects a duty of 60 
cents a ton on coal sent to Ontario and Que- 
bec from Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Indiana. 
Some days ago Congresstran Hitt gave notice 
of an arnendment to the Wilson bill to be add- 
ed at the end of the free list. it was in sub- 
stance that if any article on that list was im- 
ported from a country which imposed a duty 
on that article when exportei from the United 
States the article thus imported should pay 
the duty now collected. The Congressman 
stated that this had special reference to coal. 
The bill looked after the interests of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, and provided that petrole- 
um should not be discriminated against, and 
he thought it only proper that there should be 
no discrimination against American coal, and 
that the coal of countries which would not 
admit the American product free should not 
be let in here free. When the subject of free 
coal was under discussion day before yester- 
day Mr. Hitt tried to get in his amendment, 
but it was ruled out as not being germane. 
It should be incorporated in the bill, however. 
It would have been pnt in originaliy if the 
Democrats had not felt more kindly toward 
Canadian than American producers, As Mr, 


: Hitt stated,

The majority of the Election 
Board last year had no adequate comprehen- 
sion of the law and rendered decisions at the 
instance of political intermeddlers. With an 
efficient administration the new election law 
would be effective in preventing fraud and in 
securing an honest expression of the people’s 
will,

“Mr. Willard’s Hamlet, seen for the first 
time in New York by a small company of specta- 
tors at the Garden Theater, will never inspire a 
painter, fascinate a sentimental young lady of 
title, drive a poet to hyperbole,. occupy a chap- 
ter in theatrical history, or a niche in the dra- 
matic pantheon. We all have known Mr. Willard 
as an intelligent, painstaking, ambitious actor. 
He is still all this when he plays Hamlet, but 
nothing more. . As the curtain fell on 
Part I. the audience was left with an impression 
that the new Hamlet was sensible, uninter- 
eating, uninspiring, common-place.”’ Says the 
Tribune: “The element of Hamlet's nature 
that Mr. Willard thoroughly expressed was the 
cynical bitterness of it~—a quality which, as indi- 
cated in Shakspeare, is that melancholy, hope- 
less, acrid gall of suspicion and garcasm, so 
often associated with mental dérangement.

He favored the adoption of the Ch 
proposition except the two sections which 
vided against the admission of illiterate per,

loyal citizens of the United States. 

H. J. Hieklen of New York took exception 
to some of the remarks that had been made 
that the steamship companies were only inter.

NEW TREATMENT OF SMALLPOX TO 
BE TRIED IN NEW YORE. 


Dr. Cyrus Edson Will Make the Experi- 
ment at Riverside Hospital — It Has 
Been Successfully Used at Bergen, Nor- 
way, and It Is Believed te Be a Valua- 
ble Aid in Effecting Cures — Consent 
Given a Saloonkeeper to Name His Son 
After Grover, 

New Yor, Jan, 24.—~[Special.|—Under 
the direction of the Board of Health Dr, 
Cyrua Edson, the Health Commissioner, will 
begin un interesting experiment at Riverside 
Hospital on North Brother Island next week, 
when he will test the value of red giass in the 
treatment of smallpox, Experiments of this 
description have given satisfactory results 
in the City Hospital of Bergen, Norway, 
where Dr. Lindholm, under the guidance of 
Dr, Finsen, a Norwegian expert in skin 
diseases, has obtained much success in the 
treatment of sinallpox cases. New York will 
be the first city in the United States where 
the experiment will be tried. Dr. Edson has 
. Obtained the use of a smal! cottage on the 
south shore of the island, which will be pro- 
vided with windows of red glass and fitted up 
for the reception of patients, One of the new 
sinallpox pavilions, which will accommodate 
ten patients, is also fitted with red glass win- 


dows, 

In his experiments Dr. Finsen demonsirat- 
ed that someof the seven primary colors that 
go to make up the rays of sunlight hada most 
injurious effeet on the skin, and that by ex- 
cluding these rays the smallpox patient 
would be greatly benefited and the treatment 
of the case consequently simplified. Dr. 
Lindholm thereupon arranged to put Dr. Fin- 
sen’s conclusions to a practical test. The 
smallpox ward in the City Hospital was 
provided with red glass windows. The ultra 
violet rays of light were excluded froma 
room in which there were twenty patients, 
ten of them being children who had not been 
vaccinated, The experiment was entirely 
successful, All the patients recovered, al- 
though their cases had been serious. The 
eruption dried up soon after it made its ap- 
pearance. There wasan absence of fever, of 
maturation, and the patients recovered with 
few scars and the pitting so greatly dreaded 
was avoided. 

‘I am hopeful of excellent results by the 
treatment of smallpox with red glass,” said 
Dr. Edson this evening. ‘The treatment is 
simple. In the cases at Bergen the disease 
gave way so readily to the new treatment that 
it resembied chieken pox more than small- 
pox. Of course we cannot tell what suc- 
cess we shall have in our experi- 
ments here, but I cannot see why 
the same results should not be obtained as 
was the case in Bergen. The experiments 
there, I understand, have been in progress: 
about eight months, Smallpox is a peculiar 
disease. There is no specific remedy for it, 
and the disease will run its course despite the 
means which may be taken to check it. We 
shali begin making experiments with the new 
treatment at Riverside Hospital in about ten 
days. There is considerable work to be done 
in fitting up the cottage for patients.”’ 

Smallpox has broken out among the in- 
mates of the asylum for the insane on Ward’s 
Island. Henry Smith was stricken with the | 
disease Tuesday and was sent to North 
Brother Island. Thereare 2,000 lunatics in 
the asylum,

Native Seotch Greens Shows in the Deco- 
rations at the Masonic Temple, and the 
Ladies Wear the Piaid=—Robert Bruce 
Delivers the Oration=Urs.

Pioneers Hold Their Banquet. 

The one hundred and: thirty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the birth of Robert Buras, the Scotch 
poet, ‘* Love’s Sweetest Bard,”’ was celebrated 
last night by the Caledonian Suciety of Chi- 
éago in the banquet hall on the seventeenth 
floor of the Masonic Temple. On the center 
of the stage stood a bronze statuette of 
Burns, 2 wnodel of the statue to be erectedina

sic Two miles from Ayr stands the clay-built, 
whitewashed cottage in which Burns was 
born. Scotland has many such cottages with 
a strong family reseinblance—that of poverty. 
Today Scotland, the northern land of poetry, 
nurse of romance, is known the world over as 
‘the land of Burns.’ His monuments and 
statues gleam on streets, gardens, and lawns, 
and his poems have been translated into many 
languages. On asummer evening I stood by 
the Doon and met a gentleman from Cali- 
fornia, who had brought from the ladies of 
San Francisco flowers to place on the grave 
of Burns at, Dumfries, brought them over in 
fifteen days before the fragrance had left 
them, to place on. the resting 
place of love's sweetest bard. Burns 
knew the strength and weakness 
of human passion. There was blood in his 
ideas. He recognized poverty. His em, 
**Then Gently Scan Your Brother Man,” did 
for Scotland what Hood’s * Bridge of Sighs ”’ 
did for England. He was the poet’s poet. He 
was complimented in undying verse by Words- 
worth, Campbell, the Ettrich Shepherd, Cole- 
ridge, Montgomery, Longfellow, and Halleck. 

‘* Burns developed the Scotch dialect intu a 
language. Many of his. laconic expressions 
will live forever, as ‘OU, wad some power the 
giftie gie us to see ourselves as others see us’; 
‘The best laid schemes of mice and men gang 
aft agley’; ‘A chiel’s amang ye my Pag notes 
and faith he'll print them’ ‘Man 
is a soldier and life is a fight.’ 
He wrote the language of the heart. He had 
hold of the plowtails when he composed *‘ Gie 
Me One Spark of Nature’s Fire.’ Other 
poets reached for the stars, .He found poetry 
at his feet, in the daisy, in the upturned nest 
of the mouse. His goddesses lived in clay 
cottages. They weighed more than Venus or 
Minerva, troy or avoirdupois weight. 

“* His * Cotter’s Saturday Night’ is the fin- 
est picture ever drawn by pen, brush, or pen- 
cil of lifeamong the lowly. It did more 
good in Scotland toward making his country- 
men faithful to home and country and God 
than all the harm that Burns’ enemies ever 
charged against him.”’

The orator ran thréugh the poem, giving ex- 
tracts with runnin comments in an applause- 
drawing way. is ‘Tam O’Shanter’ was his 
most wo Aon awful, and sublime poem.” 
He quoted freely from this, with merry com- 
ments, which was greatly ermjoyed. 

“The creed of Burns I consider may be 
found in his poem ‘I long have thought, my 
youthful friend, a something to have sent 
you,’”’ the speaker said. “Burns taught the 
nobility to be good to the poor. He taught 
the poor contentment. He attacked men, not 
religion; hypocricy, not Christianity. His 
name and fame will grow brighter as the 
yeurs roll on.”’

He took with him as _ partner 
Augustus W. Green and the firm was styled 
Irwin, Green & Co. Froma small business, 
by hard work and attention he built up the 
firm’s trade until it is now one of the larzest 
in the city. 

Mr. Irwin has taken active part in the 


affairs of the Board cf Trade ever since he | 


became a member, In 1868 he was a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Grain Inspection, 
and with him served S. H. MeCrea and L. D. 
Norton. During the saine year he was also a 
member of the Committee on Telegraph- 
ing. Wheat in those days sold at 
$1.26 to $2.07 a bushel, and Chicago's 
receipts for the entire year were a trifle more 
than 14,000,000 bushels.

Sultan Abdul Hamid LI. had heard of the beauty 
and artistic triumphs of the woman and com- 
manded her to ap ppeee before him to entertain his 
court. By his orders she was compelled to sing 
and dance, and finally was given a piece of music 
and told by the Grand Vizier to sing it in 
Turkish. Fortunately she bad learned sufficient 
of the language to enable her to undergo this 
ordeal, and when she had completed it the Sultan 
appointed her court singer to the inmrperial Otto- 
man Court at a large salary.

Drainage Board’s Action in Regard to Con- 
tractors=—To Deepen the River. 

The Drainage Board met at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. President Frank Wenter 
called the meeting to order and all the mem- 
bers were present. Vouchers for the week 
ending Jan. 24 for $6,785 were approved, 
and the Clerk reported 162 men on the pay- 
roll, of this number 113 being employed in 
the engineer’s department. A report was also 
submitted showing that the last of the issue of 
$3,000,000 bonds, amounting to $612,000, 
had been taken by N. W. Harris & Co. at 
$1.01 79-100, thus disposing of the entire 
issue in one month. The $80,000 set apart 
some months ago to defray the cost of special 
labor was returned to the board. The annual 
report of ©. W, Carter, attorney for the 
board, was received. The joint Committee 
on Engineering and Finance reported favor- 
ably on the bond of Halvorson, Richards & 


Surety company. This bond isto cover the 
work assigned by Agnew & Co., former con- 
tractors. A proposition to amend the rules 
by creating a committee on labor was consid- 
ered and referred, 

A spirited discussion followed the reading 
of a communication from Chief Engineer 
Isham Randolph, wrging that in certain cases 
a clause in the contracts made with contract- 
ors relating to the grading of prices be elim. 
inated. The original contract as stipulated 
provides that in addition to the 12% per cent 
to be withheld by the Drainage Board for the 
faithful completion of the work, which the 
respective contractors bind themselves to do, 
10 per cent was to be reserved until the 
work had reached a certain stage of progress, 
This was to guard against contractors 
going down to a_ certain depth and 
abandoning the work when a larger output of 
money was required. Four members of the 
board jnsisted that all the contractors should 
be dealt with alike. The majority thought, 
r however, that those contractors whose prog- 
ress had been satisfactory, and as to whose 
ability'and disposition to complete their con- 
tracts there was no doubt, should be paid the 
10 per cent so held. The payment of the 
money was made a matter of discretion with 
the Chief Engineer, the contractors who in 
his opinion are entitled to it being Ricker, 

& Co., Streeter & Kenefick, E. D. Smith 
& Co, (two sections), Mason. Hoge & Co, 

(three sections). The last-mentioned com pa- 
ny alone will receive $60,000 through the 
non-enforcement of the clause.

Must Not Deal with Ticket Brokers. 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passenger 
Association made a ruling on the question as to 
what are the requirements of the agreement with 
respect to prohibiting dealings with ticket 
brokers by lines in the association. The question 
was raised by the-claim that ticket brokers in the 
East are working in the interest of certain of the 
Western lines in the sale of caters or order books 
of the issue of those roads and are being paid by 
them a commission or other form of compensa- 
tion for services rendered in connection there- 
with.

MAYOR'S NEW WATER dbmsiatiri 
OF A TENTATIVE NATURE. 


Before Any Definite Action Is Taken a 
Trial Will Be Given to One Ward=— 
‘Crossette’s Scheme Seems to Be Retired 
Rate for the Fluid in Pullman Under 
Discussion«—Gas Trust Makes the City a 
Proposition—Decrease in Number of 
Saloons=Other Municipal News, 

There is to be a new assessment of water 
rates in some of the city wards by way of ex- 
periment, but the assessment will have to be 
made by the present force of the Water Office, 
The Mayor spent some time yesterday inquir- 
ing into the working,of the Water Depart- 
ment. He found that while in the main the 
clerksare attending fairly well to their duties 
the chiefs and heads do not understand the 
working of the office and really do not know 
how many men ‘are working under them. 
There are, for instance, thirty-four water 
inspectors, one for each ward. There 
are in addition eleven inspectors in 
the Town of Lake and four inspect- 
ors in the Town of Hyde Park. There 
are besides thirteen plumber inspectors con- 
nected with the central office and eleven tap- 
pers, twenty-seven leak and waste men, and 
twenty-four shut-off men. The Superintend- 
ent cannot tell where these men are employed 
now. The Mayor directed him yesterday to 


find out and report. 

The Mayor consulted with Ald, Madden, 
the Chairman of the Finance committee, yes- 
terday as to what should be done and Ald, 
Madden advised a revision of the assessment 
by the present force. The Crossette plan 
therefore has been abandoned and Crossette 
is likely to be called to account for. his alle- 
gations to the Mayor in respecttoit. The 
Mayor said yesterday: 

In the Nature of a Test, 


‘‘T have practically determined to have a 
complete new assessment of one of the city 
wards made. Ishall probably pick out one 
of the Lake wards, for it seems such*’an as- 
sessment of water rates is more badly needed 
there than in any other part of the city—at 
leaét a large proportion of the discoveries of 
irregularities are located there. I cannot rea- 
sonably adopt the policy of adding 200 men 
to the city pay-rolls for an indefinite time 
when I do not know the returns will warrant 
the outlay. Supt. Crossette says the city’s 
yearly revenue would be increased by $500,. 
OOO if such an. assessinent were made, but 
other city officials do not agree that the in- 
crease would be any such amotint. I cannot 
see that I would be justified in making so 
large an expenditure. By having a canvass of 
one ward made I can get some idea of the 
cost of an assessment of the entire city and of 
what the benefits would be. 

“There is no doubt something should be 
done,”’ continued the Mayor. ‘I have here 
in my hand a list of seventeen houses which 
get water from the city and for which the city 
receives nothing. That comes about in this 
way: The city will not extend its water mains 
into new territory unless there be a sufficient 
number of residents to pay a certain per- 
centage in water rates of the cost. Some 
man who lives in such a district can get water 
in no other way, so he proposes that a private 
drain be laid connecting his house with the 
city mains. This main may extend a-dis- 
tance of several blocks. The main is laid, 
and after awhile others build between him and 
the end of the city main. They donot want 
to go to the expense of laying a private main 
and they make arrangements with him to con- 
nect with the main already im and to pay 
their proportionate share of the expense. The 
first man is the only one whose name appears 
on the city books, and he is assessed for one 
house, Seventeen others in this case help him 
pay that rate. The ec ity gets pay for but one 
house, /Other abuses, in such cases as the Y) 
M. C’. A, and Old Colony Buildings, ex-Ald. 
Roth’s laundry, and because of wrongly- 
numbered houses, are also reasons for a pew 
assessment, but these reasons have already 
been thoroughly aired.” 

Ald, Madden Talks. 


** We have decided that an assessment shall 
first be made in one ward,” said Ald. Madden, 
“The work will be started soon. If it is 
shown to be a good thing to make such an as- 
sessment the work will be continued to in- 
clude the entire city. I went to the Mayor 
today to protest against spending a quarter of 
atmillion of dollars to make an assessment 
when we had no reason of knowing what 

“benefits would result. It seems preposterous 
to add 200 men to the pay-rolls on such an 
uncertainty. During the talk we agreed that 
an experiment in a canvass of one ward shal! 
tirst be made. The assessment will _be made 
by the employés of the department.”’ 

Water Office matters engaged the 
Mayor’s attention most of the day. 
In the morning he received Supt. Crossette 
and Expert Harper, who presented a written 
report setting forth the necessity for a _ re- 
numbering of houses in the outlying districts 
and calling attention to the private main 
abuse. Mr. Crossette saida new assessment 
might be made before Oct. 1 at an expense 
not to exceed $100,000, He argued that such 
a canvass would increase the receipts of the 
Water Office $500,000 a year, and that this 
would pay for the work and leave a clear sav- 
ing of $400.000 for the first year. 

The Pullman water rates are bothering the 
Mayor a good deal, too. Some years ago the 
Pullman authorities entered into a contract 
with the Town of Hyde Park, under which 
water was furnished the Pullman. shops and 
Pullman residences at a rate of four ceats for 
1,000 gallons, the Pullman authorities con- 
tracting to furnish water to consumers at a 
cost no greater than was bei 
Park consumers. A provision of the contract 
allows it to be voided b either party upon

Mayor Hopkins was considering this ques- 
tion a great deal of \yesterday. ‘*There is no 
possibility of the coxtract being renewed at 
the old\rates and under any contract the rates 
to constmers there njust be reduced to those 
paid in the city.’

** The old contract provided that no greater 
rate should be paid in Pullman than was at 
that time being paid in Hyde Park. [ know 
the residents of Pullman are paying much 
more for water than other people in the city 
are paying. I know, for I collected those 
water rates for years. I have herea state- 
ment from the statistician of Pullman try- 
ing to show me that each individual 
at Pullman uses ninety-seven gallons 
of water a day. I don’t believe it. 
Commissioner Keynolds has been _ look- 
ing up this question of the prorata consump- 
tion of water, and his figures show that in 
Europe each individual uses but twenty-five 
gallons per day and thatin this country the 
average number of gallons is not over forty, 
and that is a high estimate. It is nonsense to 
tell me Pullman people use ninety-seven gal- 
ions per day in the face of these other figures. 
The averdge payment a month to the City of 
Chicago frdm Pullman _is about $1,800. I 
know the residents of Pullman pay into the 
treasury of the Pullman company about 
$1,100 a month. That leaves $700 a month 
for payment forall the water used on the 
streets, in all manufacturing establishments 
of Puliman, on lawns, on streets, and in laun- 
dries. It is a ridiculously low rate. The fact 
is the people of Pullman are paying the 
water rates for all the manufacturing plants 
of Pullman. I shall not allow this to con- 
tinue. Either the Pullman association must 
pay more or the residents of the town must 
pay less. As a matter of fact both reforms 
shall be brought about. The rate to Pull- 
man shall be largely increased and the rate to 
consumers in residences shall be greatly cut 
down at least to rates which apply in the city. 
I have agreed with the Pullman people that 
the present contract shall continue until we 
settle this question, but that when a new con- 
tract is made it shall date from the Aton grind 
tion of the old one—in other words, from to- 
morrow. I am going to have trouble in 
settling this question, but Iam going to settle 
it my way.”

Under the terms of the contract the city for- 
feited any claim on the balance by failing to 
pay its bills. Still Mr. Billings says the gee 
companies are willing to pay over t 
amount if the city will within a reasonable 
time pay its bills. By paying within a reason- 
able time $200,000 the city may escape tae hl 
ment of $300, 000. 

“T can’t talk of this matter now,’’ said Mr. 
Ackerman, “Mr. Billings has promised to 
bring me soon a statement of the city’s ac- 
count, Then we can talk of a settlement.” 

‘Can the city raise $200,000 at once for a 
settlement of the claim?” 

“It is a poor city of 2,000,000 inhabitants 
which cannot raise that amount.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Rubens is working on 
the question of the legality of the contract 
entered into by the city and the gas trust.

HUNDREDS OF SALOONS QUIT BUSINESS 


Interesting Deductions to Be Made for the 
Police Reports. 

About 1,000 saloons went out of business 
during the last quarter of last year, and, judg- 
ing from the police reports made to the City 
Collector, the end is not yet. Some time ago 
on the order of the Mayor the police mace a 
census of the saloons in the various police 
precincts. The returns have been turned over 
to the City Collector for investigation. The 
investigators are now making returns arid, if 
they are correct, the number of saloons 
will, be reduced 1,000 more this quarter. 
** Closed Dec, 7,” ** closed Dec. 19,” “closed 
Dec, 21.”’ Such are the marginal notes which 
frequently occur im the reports, which are 
far from intelligible.’ The investigation has 
not yet been completed. So faras it has gone 
it appears to be made to excuse those who 
have been delinquent in the matter of paying 
the license fee, 

The officer sent out to make investigation 
into the list furnished by the Saloonkeepers’ 
Association, it appears, has also gone into the 
business of defending those who sell liquor 
without license in a rather emphatic way. If 
the Mayor has time to look into the matter 
he willfind an excellent exemplification of 
how not to do it in the City Collector’s depart- 
ment. 

“The transfer of saloon licenses is a mat- 
ter of common occurrence,” said Assistant 
City Collector Barrett yesterday, when his 
attention had been valled to an advertisement 
of an individual who wishes to purchase at a 
discount a second-hand license. “It is a 
common thing fora man who is starting a 
saloon to buy another man’s license, and that 
he gets it at adiscount seems to be evident, 
eise he would come here and get a new one, 
Licenses are transferred in the Mayor’s office 
every day.” 


MAY ADOPT THE PAY-WAGON PLAN, 


Hopkins’ Seheme for a Paymaster’s 
Department Seems to Be Unpopular.

Following this statement is a lengthy ex- 
tract from the rules of the ex@hange, which 
the petition says “operates in restfaint of 
trade and interferes with the just rights of 
cempetition in ry, Fe on business by the 
mem bers of the Chicago Live-Stock Ex- 
change.’’ Itisan unjust and illegal exercise 
of power over the business of the members 
and is in violation of public policy -and the 
laws of the State according to the State’s 
Attorney. Mclilhany says his business as 
well as that of the other members of the ex- 
change extends into the territory which is 
reached by the rules referred to and he be- 
lieves he has a right to conduct it as 
he sees fit and not under any restriction made 
by the exchange. Under the rules of the ex- 
change fines are provided for imposition on 
those who’ violate any of the provisions of the 
rules complained of. Fines range in amount 
from $250 to $1,000, according to the first 
or second offense, and a third is visited with 
expulsion. The infliction of such heavy fines 


or the expulsion of the relator would ruin his 


business. Such is the influence of the organi- 

zation, the court is told, that no person can 
engage in the cattle commission business suc- 
cessfully at the Union Stock-Yartds who is not 
a member of the exchange in good standing.

rial for cars, anditis explained that on the 


car contracts payments of only $476,000 
have been made, leaving a balance due of 
$989,437, exclusive of interest, and the whole 
is to be paid on monthly installments durmg 
the next six years. The leased cars are worth 
$1,253,164, and the company’s equity in 
them is worth $363,726. Aside from the 
leases the entire indebtedness of the company 
is within $121,000 and the total assets ex- 
ceed the total liabilities by $412,014. 
To the statement that the company has de- 
faulted to the extent of $25,000 on its month- 
ly payments on car trust notes an explicit de- 
nial is made, and it is said its present ma- 
tured indebtedness on this account reaches 
$18,949 only. The difficulty in collecting 
car rentals is alleged as the reason for failure 
to pay notes at maturity, but it is said there 
are enough rentals now due tomore than 
cover the amount due on the notes, An ac- 
knowledgment is made that the company 
owes the Chemical National Bank $90,000, 
which was borrowed to increase the car equip- 
ment. Instead of the company being indebt- 
ed to O’ Hara, however, for $78,162 the claim 
is made that he is indebted to the company 
for $60,582. Fraudulent issues of stock 
to E. J. Edwards, Samuel Lazarus, Otis 
Jones, and others, are denied, and an explana- 
tion is made that in each case there was a 
good consideration given for the notes. In 
reference to the deal made between O’Hara 
and the company by which he was to secure 
for it 2,800 cars in return for stock, it is said 
when O’Hara delivered 1,375 cars it was 
found they did not come up to the specifica- 
tions, which called for special kinds of ma- 
terial, and extensive alterations’ in the rolling 
stock had to be made. Ifa receiver is ap- 
pointed the court is informed that the com- 
panies holding car trusts will immediately 
take possession of the defendants’ cars by 
virtue of the leases, and thus the Hicks Stock 
Car company’s assets would be sacrificed and 
it would become insolvent.

BIG DISTILLERY LIKELY TO BE BUILT. 


It Is to Be Lecated at Terre Haute and In- 
dependent of the Trust. 

Tsure Havre, Ind., Jan, 24.—[Special.]— 
John Beggs, Vice-President of the whisky 
trust, is here from Peoria to investigate the 
project for an anti-trust distillery which 
George Woolsey is promoting, and in which 
local capitalists are interested. The largest 
distillery in the world, owned by the trust, is 
located here. Local aid in a financial way 
for the purchase of. a site is being solicited, 
and those engaged in this effort say there is 
no doubt a distillery will be built having a 
capacity of 5,000 bushels of grain a day.

‘ers, was held at Mr. Hastings’ late residence 
this afternoon. The services were conducted 
by the Rev. Dr. Waiker. There were many 
floral tributes, including the large emblem of 
cut roses froin the White House conservatory 
brought by the President. During the brief 
services the President sat with bowed head, 
showing manifest traces of emotion. Private 
Secretary Thurber said that thé President 
felt keenly the death of his nephevy 
and was much distubed thereat. 
The President regarded Mr. Hastings with al- 
most the feelings of a father. ‘The house 
was filled with sy fmpathizing friends and 
the street was crowded with people anx- 
ious to get a view of the President. Presi- 
dent Cleveland remained quietly at the house 
of his sister, Mrs. Hastings, after his arrival 
here and denied himself to all callers except 
to one or two personal friends and to Quarter- 
master-General John FP. Harrison of Gov.

HOLDS VOLUNTARY LIMITATION VALID. 


Judge Ricks Explains the Grounds for His 
Electric Light Decision. 
Cunvetanp, 0., Jan. 24.—Judge A. J. 


Ricks was asked this afternoon what effect 
his decision in the case of the Buckeye Elec- 
tric Light Company vs. The Edison Electric 
Company, whereby the injunction obtained 


by the latter was dissolved, would have on the 
manufacture of incandescent lamps by other 
firms than the ohe directly interested in the 
Judge Ricks said: 

“The decision in the case of the Buckeye 
company was based on these grounds: When 
the Edison patents were-secured the patentee 
neglected to state that application had heen 
made for letters patent in foreign countries. 
A decision in the Supreme Court invalidating 
patents where such notice had not been given 
scared the holders of the Edison patent, and 
they went before the Commissioner of Pa- 
tents and voluntarily limited the term of their 
patent to the time when the earliest foreign 

tent would expire, which was that of the 
British patent, running fourteen years from 
Nov. 10, 1879. In March, 1893, acting on a 
decision ot the Court of Appeals at New York, 
the Edison Electric company applied to the 
Commissioner of Patents again to cancel the 
limitation of their patent and allow it to run 
for the full period of seventeen years. 

‘Previous to this the Buckeye company 
prepared to begin the manufacture of in- 
cauidescent lamps at the expiration of the 
fourteen-year period, Nov. 10,1893. I held 
that the opinion of the Court of Appeals did 
not prohibit the voluntary action of the Edison 
company in limiting the term of its patent 
and it would be an injustice to the Buckeye 
company to permit the later action of the 
Edison company to work an estoppel. 

** Now, how far the logic of that decision 
will be applied to companies which did not 
take advantage of the voluntary limitation of 
the Edison pateat before it was revoked I 
cannot say. I received notice today that ap- 
plication would at once be made by the Uni- 
versal Electric company of this city, a com- 
pany which did not take such action as the 
Buckeye company did, to dissolve the injunc- 
tion against them. The logic of the case 
seems to be that the patent has expired and 
all companies are at liberty to manufacture 
the incandescent electric lamp.”’ 


AWFUL FATE FOR THE WORKINGMEN, 


IMinois Steel Company Official Says Free 
Trade Will Make It. 

‘“Itisall bosh to say Carnegie can manu- 
facture steel rails at $15 a ton,”’ said an offi- 
cial of the Illinois Steel company yesterday. 
“‘ The pig iron costs about $11. Other néces- 
sary expenses will run the cost up above $20. 
The statement that Carnegie, the Illinois Steel 
company, and the Cambria and Pennsylvania 
Steel companies have formed a rail pool is 
absolutely without foundation. The assertion 
that the Illinois Steel company has ahead 
orders for 150,000 tons of steel rails and 
100,000 tons of street billets isuntrue. There 
are none but light ordersahead. While it is 
true that the company’s works at Joliet 
opened Monday with 1.000 men, they may 
run only ashorttimhe. The mills at Milwaukee 


are only running on i ~part_ time.

t the heart was decomposed? A.—Toa cer- 

tain extent, yes, sir; to the extent of gases form- 
ing in it. 


.—The question here says there were certain — 


post mortem changes. Is a post mortem change 
necessarily decomposition? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Decomposition and putrefaction, as a mat- 
ter of fact, are exactly the same thing? A.—Prac- 
tically so. 

Q.—So the “ post mortem” changes cut no fig- 
ure atall with you? A.—None at all, except so 
far as the brain is concerned. 

Q.—Now, take the first wound that was de- 
scribed to youin the hypothetical question, on 
the left temporal region extending down and 
through the pericranium, would you say as a 
medical man that that particular wound was 
made by a blunt instrument or a sharp instru- 
ment?

_Q.+This dead man’s brain was in water for 
eighteen or nineteen days; did that fact have a 
tendency to retard or accelerate. decomposition? 
A.—It retards it if it was pure water. 

Q.—How do you explain te this jury that this 
brain, that ordinarily woula have decomposed 
eighth in order, did decompose the first? A.— 
Well, I cannot give any authority,- but I believe 
it is claimed by some that shock to the brain tis- 
sues would hasten deconiposition.

Q.—It is pretty conclusive proof, isn’t it, doc- 
tor, to your mind as a physician that if this brain 
decomposed in water that brain had suffered 
from, contusion and laceration?
